"This year we received 
reports ! 


from all parts of the state that trout 
fishing was unusually good. 
For 


two or three years now trout fish- 
ing has been 
improving and this 


j year's reports are by far the best. 


We have been working to this end i 
thrpugh the establishment of rearing 
stations to supplement the work of j 
our fish hatcheries, taking them as ; 
fry from the hatcheries and raising 
them to large size fingerlings at the 
rearing stations. 


"Over a million trout from three 


to five inches in length were dis- 
tributed last year from these rearing j 
stations and planted In waters suited j 
to them. The establishment of these i 
stations was made possible through i 
the conservation fund which consists; 
of one-half of .the money received i 
from the sale "of hunting, trapping- 
and fishing licenses vrhich is re-ap-j 
propriated by the Legislature for the j 
improvement of hunting and fishing 


j and for' demonstration forests. The 
| largest item of appropriation from j 
the conservation fund is maintaining! 
these rearing stations and planting: 
fish. 
In 1927. J100.000 wasap-j 


propriated for this purpose, and in! 
1928. $120,000. In connection with 
the establishmeat of these rearing! 
stations, planting of fish by our reg- 
ular employes has helped materially 
In the improvement of' fishing: 


"Up to a few years ago more than 


half of the fish planted were lost as 
a result of improper.planting. Three 
years ago the department issued a 
bulletia on the proper methods of 
planting fish with illustrations and 
detailed instructions as to just how 


i and where young fish should be 
! planted. This has helped to a very 
considerable extent in the planting of 
fish by clubs and by. Individual ap- 
plicants, but the greatest improve- 


I ment has followed the planting by 
j our regular employee. In our tiatch- 
j cries we secure SO per cent efficiency!

I planting efficiency up to that point, if i 
j possible.

CELAND Is going ia for better 
fani!lu£. Its prime minister, ou » 
visit to Europe, Is arranging for 
the importation of fertilizer. 
To one who has never been on the 


Island or who has not read closely 
of its climatic conditions, fanning- 
night seem out-of the question, ice- 
land's very name naturally suggests 
a frozen waste. And when a prospec- 
tive visitor consults a map and tinds 
that this Island lies across the very 


: threshold of the Arctic ocean, h:;rd by 
the social coast of Greenland, nad 
300 miles farther north, than bleak 
[Labrador, he Is almost prepared to 
[come upon a land of polar bears and 
of^fur-clad folk living in snow igloos. 


Iceland Is libeled by both nomencla- 


ture and maps. On ni:iny charts the 
most important physical fact does not 
appear. Up from the south flows the 
warm Calf stream to enfold the .Island 
and v.-ork the magic of whisking it. 
in effect, nearly a thousand miles to- 
ward the Equator; FO that its climate 
•Is not that of the polar.regions, but of 
southern Canada or northern United 
States. 


On Iceland's coasts are thriving 


towns with buildings of stone, gubied 
' roofs and church steeples." busy streets 
and electric lights! In the streets are 
men oml women garbed much as are 
the Inhabitants of Copenhagen arid 
Glasgow, Ottawa and 
Minneapolis. 


One's eyes tell him that be're is -the 
same civilization that Europe and 
America know. 


And immaterial factors proclaim the 


truth still more unmistakably than do 
material things. 
Here, in this far 


northern land, a" worthy national liter- 
ature and stable national institutions 
were developed when much of Europe 
was floundering in the Dark ages. 
Here the lamp of a Xordic Renais- 
sance burned and lighted its own re- 
gion before the beacon of the Latin 
Renaissance was held aloft to light 
the way for the world. This northern 
light lias never failed. Today the lit- 
eracy rate Is higher in Iceland than in 
many countries in Europe- 


It is true that physically Iceland's 


best foot is forward. Its most pleas- 
ant aspect Is Its fringe of coas.t. In- 
land it is in'nowise a pretty country, 
though the distinction may be made 
that it possesses much scenery of 
beauty—a weird, magnificant beauty 
coupled with desolation: for. though 
Iceland is not the icy waste that dis- 
tant popular fancy would make it, it 
fared less fortunately at the hnnds of 
another of'nature's great forces. Ore. 
The land Is actively volcanic, and In 
the Interior, on every hand, are the 
evidences of great dery outbursts of 
the past. To tourists it presents none 
of these scenes which have roade other 
lands popular: 
No forests, no rich 


meadows, 
no 
prosperous-appearing 


farms with beautiful gardens. 


Volcanoes and Earthquake*. 


Ages ago Iceland was thrown np 


from the ocean by volcanic action. Tlie 
most famous of the island's hundred- 
odd volcanoes is Hekla—perlwps be- 
cause it was so effectively used in the 
preachings of the medieval monks and 
missionaries to symbolize the descent 
Into bell. Its eruptions often have 
been 
accompanied 
by 
tremendous 


.earthquakes and have wrought great 
destruction to life and property. 


Earthquakes are inescapable In a 


volcanic region, and Icelatd has had 
Its fuK share of these devastating 
tremors. 


The shocks of 1806, while destruc- 


tive in the 'main, had at least one 
by-product that might be classed as 
constructive. They breathed new life 
into the world-famous Great Geysir. 
which, if not entirely dead, liad at 
•least become a rather indifferent per- 
former. It was suddenly rejuvenated 
and all the smaller geysers In the vi- 
cinity spouted simultaneously- Sev- 
eral new ones were also formed. 
' Lord DaiTerin describes the land In 
the Immediate vicinity' of Oysir as 
beinc infested with many tumors and 
boil*, for in a hundred places are seen 
the bare spots and mounds of wet day 
or silaceoss rock, where the hot 
springs bubble np. either crysral clear 
or jrray and heavy with mnd. -

Why Living Room la "Bathroom." 
There Is a curious custom through- 


out Iceland of calling the living room, 
which is ::Iso the sleeping room for 
the whole family, the "bathroom.'*; 
This is suit! to have come about in the 
following way: 


According to the sagas, the Island 


was ouce full of forests, vrbich fur- 
nished ample fuel for the comfort-lov- 
ing Vikings. 
They loved their hot 


baths, and In each home the favorite' 
mom was the one which contained the 
sunken tub.- Stones were heated in 
bontires and tbrovra into the water to 
bring it to tlie right temperature. 


However, as the forests disappeared, 


and with them the fuel, tlie hot bath* 
iHsuppcarcd also; but the room kept 
its n:!!«e. Although changed to a gen- 
era! living room, it is still-called the 
"bathroom." 


•A saving of fuel is now being effect- 


ed to some extent by the cse. of the 
lieat th.-.t nature furnishes so. lavishly 
in the form of hot springs. Another 
possible remedy for Iceland's fuel 
scarcity Is hydroelectric power. Some 
of the towns already have, mnnldpnl- 
ly oxvned^power plants which utilize 
waterfalls, anil 'some progressive fann- 
ers have small plants of their own. 


The advent of electricity, of course, 


paves the tray for manufacturers. To- 
day practically the only Industry ot 
t!:e island, besides sheep-raising and-] 
farming, is fishing. The floating popu- j 
lation swings back and forth—to the • 
farming regions in harvest time and j 
to the sea during the fishing season, j 
With a surplus of electric power, fac- j 
tories of various sorts may be estab- 
lished. 


In the Westmon Islands (Vestman- 


naeyjar), a few miles south of the Ice- 
landic mainland, the fisheries yield 
nearly $1.000.000 annually, and there 
is proportionately more wealth among 
the 3.000 Inhabitants of this little < 
nrchipelugo than among the 100,000 j 
in the whole of Iceland proper.

The responsibility of a motorist, 


•where an Injury has been done anoth- 
er, has been clarified by the terms of 
three "recent court decisions, accord- 
ing to the legal department of the 
American Motorists' association in co- 
operation irith the Automobile Club of 
Illinois. The first, and considered of 
major importance to the motorist, 
holds him responsible v.-hen he parks 
his vehicle on a dangerous curve and 
either directly or indirectly causes in 
jury to .-.notlier. The second held tha: 
a motorist wr.s responsible v.-hen u 
wheel became detached, striting ti pe- 
destrian. The th:rj decision Is to the 
effect that the driver of an automo- 
bile- is liable to a licensee, riding in 
his car. only for v.-i!!fal injuries.
